A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


General revenue receipts recorded an increase of 13.88 percent from July 
through November, the first five months of the 1979-80 fiscal year. 

Although receipts showed a substantial increase, the gain was a marked drop 
from increases reported at the end of October and September. October general 
revenue receipts increased 16.93 percent and September receipts gained 16.50 
percent. 

The Office of Administration has projected a gain of only 6.41 percent for the 
full fiscal year, which ends June 30, 1980. 

Total general revenue receipts from July through November were 
$686,395,572. The amount was an increase of $83,680,914 over general revenue 
collected during the comparable period of the 1978-79 fiscal year. 

Of the various categories of general revenue receipts, corporate income taxes 
showed the heaviest gain and were up 22.95 percent on collections totaling 
$40,077,198. 

Individual income tax receipts recorded an increase of 18.64 percent. Re- 
ceipts totaled $243,783,367, marking a gain of $38,301,883 over the amount col- 
lected in the similar 1978-79 fiscal period. 

In other categories of general revenue receipts, sales tax collections from July 
through November totaled $326,919,727 and recorded a gain of 7.34 percent. 

Receipts from liquor, beer and wine taxes were down 0.72 percent on collec- 
tions totaling $10,865,148.
